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NEW  ADMISSIONS  PROGRAM 


Last  January  Cynthia  Rinklin,  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  Admissions  at  Lasell,  started  a  new 
program — taking  Lasell  on  tour.  This  program 
was  developed  as  a  way  of  bringing  Lasell  to 
girls  who  might  be  unable  to  visit  the  College 
(though  they  are  urged  to  visit  the  school 
whenever  possible)  and  as  a  way  to  talk  with 
prospective  students  in  a  relaxed  and  casual 
atmosphere. 

These  programs  were  part  of  evening  get- 
togethers  at  the  homes  of  alumnae  in  various 
areas  of  the  country.  An  alumna  who  volun- 
teered to  open  her  home  was  provided  with 
a  list  of  prospective  students  in  her  area. 
These  were  girls  who  had  applied  to  Lasell, 
requested  a  catalogue  or  had  been  referred 
to  the  College  by  personal  contacts.  Along 
with  this  list  the  alumna  was  also  provided 


with  invitations  and  stamped  envelopes  which 
she  mailed  to  the  girls  on  her  list,  inviting 
them  to  an  informal  party  where  they  would 
have  the  opportunity  to  meet  Miss  Rinklin, 
see  slides  of  the  College,  talk  informally  about 
Lasell  and  have  their  questions  answered. 

Refreshments  were  served  and  in  this  re- 
laxed atmosphere  the  student  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  about  Lasell — and  Lasell  learned 
about  the  student. 

This  year  these  alumnae-admissions  par- 
ties were  held  in  several  areas  including  the 
Greater  Boston  area,  Westchester  County, 
Long  Island  and  Northern  New  Jersey.  At- 
tendance ranged  from  three  to  23  and  parents 
were  always  invited  to  come  along  with  their 
daughters. 

Though  this  year's  program  was  a  "pilot" 
project  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  expand  and 
continue  in  the  coming  year.  Plans  are  now 
underway  for  starting  these  get-togethers  again 
in  September  and  running  through  January 
or  February.  It  has  been  suggested  that  pizza 
and  coke  replace  cookies  and  punch  as  re- 
freshments and  a  Sunday  Brunch  might  be 
tried. 

If  this  program  is  to  continue  on  a  success- 
ful basis  the  Admissions  department  must 
have  the  help  of  Lasell  Alumnae.  If  you  are 
interested  in  giving  some  of  your  time  and 
effort  to  aiding  this  new  venture,  won't  you 
fill  in  the  box  below  and  return  it  to:

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Lasell  Breaks  Ground  For  New  Dormitory 


On  April  18  Dr.  Kenneth  Greene  and 
Miss  Muriel  McClelland  broke  ground  for 
Lasell's  newest  dormitory  scheduled  for 
September  occupancy.  The  16,000  square 
foot,  split  level  brick  facility  is  being  con- 
structed by  the  Carlson  Corporation  of 
Cochituate,  Massachusetts. 

Working  closely  with  both  administra- 
tion and  students  at  Lasell,  the  Carlson 
Corporation  has  arrived  at  a  unique  design 
— a  dormitory  divided  into  apartments,  two 
on  each  floor.  Each  apartment  will  contain 
a  kitchen,  living  room  and  dining  room 
as  well  as  bedrooms.  Located  in  the  Rock- 


well area,  next  to  the  dormitory  opened 
in  1967,  this  new  dormitory  will  house  70 
girls  and  will  replace  Bragdon  Hall  which 
is  scheduled  to  be  razed. 

Named  for  Miss  "Mac" 

This  new  facility  is  to  be  named  Mc- 
Clelland Hall  in  honor  of  Miss  Muriel 
McClelland,  a  member  of  Lasell's  faculty 
and  administration  since  1929,  who  is 
retiring  this  year.

Mr.  Richard  McGrath,  New- 
ton's Ward  4  Alderman  (including  the  La- 
sell area)  represented  the  city  of  Newton. 
The  Class  of  1973  was  represented  by 
Margaret  McLellan,  Freshman  Class  Pres- 
ident. Other  onlookers  included  members 
of  Lasell's  faculty,  administration  and 
staff;  Lasell  students,  Lasell  nursery 
school  children  and  neighbors  from  the 
campus  area.

Over  the  years  the  State  of  Connecticut 
has  sent  its  fair  share  of  students  to  La- 
sell; over  the  years  one  Connecticut  fam- 
ily has  sent  more  than  its  fair  share  of 
daughters  to  Auburndale.  Senior  member 
of  the  Griffin  clan  is  Marion  Griffin  Wol- 
cott, Class  of  1916.  Marion's  daughter  and 
a  granddaughter  are  Lasell  graduates;  as 
are  two  sisters,  a  sister-in-law,  a  niece 
and  a  daughter-in-law,  who  is  the  young- 
est of  three  Hartford  alumnae  sisters. 

Marion  completed  the  last  two  years  of 
high  school  study  at  Lasell  and  during 
her  four-year  stay  participated  in  all 
phases  of  the  sports  program.  After  grad- 
uation in  1916,  she  continued  at  the 
Sargent  School  of  Physical  Education. 

Mrs.  Wolcott  holds  a  unique  record  for 
attendance  at  Lasell  functions;  she  has 
missed  but  one  annual  luncheon  of  the 
Connecticut  Valley  Club,  where  she  has 
served  on  numerous  committees.

To  Speak  at 
Commencement 

Michael  S.  Dukakis,  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  for  eight  years, 
has  been  named  as  the  speaker  for 
Lasell's  117th  commencement  on  June 
3rd. 

Mr.  Dukakis  will  address  the  graduating 
class  and  their  guests  on  "The  Politics  of 
Reform."  Feeling  that  the  influence  of 
young  people  is  becoming  increasingly 
significant,  Dukakis  would  like  to  see 
more  young  people  involve  themselves  in 
both  the  political  process  and  the  quest 
for  elective  office. 

A  native  of  Brookline  (Mass.),  Dukakis 
is  a  graduate  of  Swarthmore  College  and 
Harvard  Law  School.  He  was  named  one 
of  the  outstanding  young  men  of  the  year 
in  1965  by  the  Greater  Boston  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1970  Dukakis  was  nominated  to  run 
for  Lt.  Governor  on  the  Democratic  ticket 
with  Mayor  Kevin  White  in  the  guberna- 
torial election.  Although  defeated  in  that 
election  he  has  remained  active  on  the 
political  scene. 

Dukakis  now  heads  a  group  of  young 
volunteers  who  are  investigating  the  ex- 
ecutive agencies  of  state  government  to 
determine  how  they  can  be  made  to  re- 
spond more  positively  to  the  needs  of 
the  public  and  since  February  he  has 
served  as  the  moderator  of  "The  Ad- 
vocates," the  television  debate  program 
which  is  seen  nationally  over  the  facilities 
of  the  Public  Broadcasting  System.

LETTER  TO  LASELL 

It  is  always  pleasing  to  hear  something 
nice  about  ourselves.  In  this  case  we  want 
to  share  this  letter — written  by  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1971.  Although  the 
letter  has  been  reprinted  in  the  Lasell 
News  (the  student  newspaper)  we  wanted 
to  spread  the  good  word  further  via  News 
From  Lasell.  It  helps  confirm  the  idea  that 
"we  must  be  doing  something  right." 

Dear  Lasell  Students: 

How  do  you  feel  when  someone  says 
to  you,  "Where  do  you  go  to  school?" 
Are  you  embarrassed  by  the  fact  that  you 
attend  a  Junior  College?  The  two  words 
have  "not  as  good"  connotations.  Not  as 
good  as  what,  a  four  year  school?  We 
graduated  from  Lasell  last  June  and  are 
attending  Boston  University  at  the  present. 
We  have  found  that  there  is  virtually  no 
difference  in  the  academic  quality  of  the 
classes  we  have  experienced  in  the  two 
schools.  However,  there  are  some  major 
differences  which  we  appreciate  now,  a 
bit  too  late,  after  thinking  about  our  ex- 
periences at  Lasell.  At  Lasell,  each  class 
averages  about  25-30  students.  You  have 
a  great  opportunity  to  get  to  know  your 
professors  on  a  personal  level,  and  most 


of  them  care  enough  to  want  to  get  to 
know  you.  The  greatest  thing  that  we  dis- 
covered at  Lasell  is  that  teachers  are  hu- 
man beings  who  care,  feel,  and  think  just 
as  we  do.  Whether  we  were  in  a  class- 
room discussion,  or  talking  over  coffee  in 
the  Barn  with  a  Lasell  teacher,  we  were 
never  made  to  feel  that  our  feelings  and 
thoughts  were  worthless;  they  were  al- 
ways recognized  and  appreciated.  At  B.U. 
most  professors  just  don't  have  the  time 
to  even  learn  your  name  because  they 
have  such  a  vast  number  of  students. 
What  we're  saying  here  is  that  many  of 
our  teachers  and  friends  from  Lasell  have 
truly  proved  to  be  among  the  greatest  peo- 
ple and  friends  we've  ever  had. 

Being  fed  up  with  the  social  security 
number  status  we've  held  at  B.U.,  a  few 
weeks  ago  we  picked  up  and  headed  back 
for  our  security  (both  social  and  other- 
wise) at  Lasell. 

We  arrived  and  spent  much  time  with 
those  close  to  us — teachers  that  you,  as 
present  Lasell  students  probably  don't 
even  recognize  as  potential  friends  and 
confidants,  as  well  as  educators.  Through 
these  relationships  we  have  been  able  to 
grow  and  feel  like  important  beings.  The 
point  is,  one  must  make  the  effort  to  meet 
these  people  half  way. 


Granted,  we  did  not  consider  Lasell 
"heaven"  and  did  our  fair  share  of  com- 
plaining throughout  our  two  years.  The 
food  made  us  fat  and  the  parietals  aggra- 
vated us — but  we  worked  toward  and  pro- 
duced change.  As  freshmen,  parietals 
were  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month 
from  1:00-5:00  in  the  afternoon,  with  such 
absurd  restrictions  as  having  to  keep  the 
door  open  12  inches,  etc.  It's  frustrating 
we  admit,  but  all  progress  takes  time  and 
work — together. 

In  essence,  we're  pleading  with  you — 
not  preaching  to  you,  to  stop  and  appre- 
ciate and  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunities, both  educationally  and  otherwise, 
that  Lasell  offers.  They  do  exist  but  must 
be  sought  out. 

We  don't  claim  to  be  "women  of  the 
world"  because  we  are  juniors  at  Boston 
University.  Many  of  you  will  be  joining  us 
next  year  or  going  to  other  similar  schools. 
We  guarantee — as  anxious  as  you  will 
be  to  leave  in  two  months,  you'll  be  back 
(if  not  in  body,  in  thought)  before  the  end 
of  September. 

Enjoy  it  while  you  can.

Eva  finished  the  year  at  Lasell,  but  did  not  return  the 
next  year.  There  are  no  records  now  showing  why,  nor 
did  she  ever  get  in  touch  with  the  College  again.  The 
Alumnae  Office  had  regretfully  listed  her  as  "lost." 

Not  long  ago  Lasell  was  notified  Miss  Robertson  had 
passed  away  January  31, 1969,  and  had  left  a  gift  of 
$1,000  to  Lasell  to  establish  "the  Eva  C.  Robertson 
Fund,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  toward  the 
payment  of  tuition  of  worthy,  poor  working  girls." 

Lasell  is,  of  course  delighted  to  receive  the  bequest, 
and  can  undoubtedly  still  find  "worthy,  poor  working 
girls"  who  need  help  with  their  college  tuition.  Deferred 
gifts  of  this  sort  help  build  the  endowment  funds  Lasell 
needs  not  only  for  scholarship  aid,  but  for  buildings  and 
operating  expenses  as  well.
